Government Maintains  Strict
News Censorship---But Ad-
mits Facts When Pressed For
Truth---Armed Natives Cross
Rio Grande at Many Points to
Fight Against Diaz.

Bagle Pass, Tex, Nov. 21.—In a
pitched baitle between government
and revolutlonary forces at Zaca
tecas four hundred persons were
kllled, according to officlal advices
which have been recelved at Ciudad
Porfirlo Diaz, acrpss the bordar but
have been carcfully withheld from the
Amesican 8lde, The news comes dl-
rect from varlous sources on the
Mexican slde, but so well has the
telegraph been censored that not a
word lesked to the American side
antil ralirosd swen brought informa-
tion, and a demand on the Mexican
officials caused confirmation.

Revolutlonlsts, following the plan
adopted at Puebla last week, when
138 men and women wera killed,
arose and began a fuslllade on the
soldlers. The detalls of the engage-
ment are lacking, but the positive
fact remalins that 400 persons, mogtly
rebels, were killed.

Amerlean Consul Luther K, Ells-
worth hus received information con-
gerning the battle, but the Mexlcan
officiala have minimized to him the
losa of llife, His report says that
less than 100 were killed.

Revolutionnry rlots occurred at Al
lende, near Cludad Porfirlo Diuz; at
Irapuato and at other places, but
owing to the censorship the facts
have nnt been glven publiclty except
as admlssions that the soldiors were

compelled to fire Into mobs of
riotors,

Two cers of guns and ammunition
Intended for the rebels have been

gelzed at San Antonio. As much as
$1,000,000 has been spent for muni-
tions of war by the Mgederos. Arms
have been selzed here, at Del Rlo
-and at Laredw, The,whole border on
both wides of the Rio Grande I8
geothlng and every Indication points
to a revolution of magnitude unless
Madero s eapiured.

Customs Guards Turned Back-

At Santa Marin, near el Rlo,
Tex., a scout puatrol of 15 rebels met
two American customs guards who
pad been detalled to wateh their ae-
tiona, The rebels drew thelr weap-
ong and commanded the guards to re-
turn to Dal Rio and not molest them.

Francisco Mndero, lender of the
revolutlonary movement, has appar
ently slipped through the Lands of
the American officlals, and 18 be
lieved to be In Mexico. Tho force
from here spent the nlght in the
prairie not a quarter of a mile from
Madero’s camp. They discovered in
the morning that he had evoded
them and was probably In Mexico.
It Is ndmitted that they have no ldea
where Madero 15, but the eye of
every secret service man of America
and Mexleo 18 turned to ascertain his
whereabouts, and he will be arrested
on sight.
